DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's Preliminary Amendment filed 09/15/2003 has been reviewed and placed of 
record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious an electronic circuit and a method of operating thereof having all 
exclusive Hmitations as recited in claims 1, 5, 9, 13, 15, 17, and 20, comprising a first transistor 
or a driving transistor, a second transistor or an adjustment transistor, a third transistor or a first 
switching transistor, and a capacitor; wherein a control terminal of the first transistor, a plate of 
the capacitor, a control terminal of the second transistor and a non-control terminal of the second 
transistor are all coupled together; or where a conduction state of the driving transistor is 
determined by a charge in the capacitor, the adjustment transistor sets a control terminal of the 
driving transistor to a potential prior to transferring a signal to a capacitor.

b. U.S. Patent AppUcation Publication 2003001 1 584 by Azami et al, discloses a 
pixel driving circuit having five transistors and two capacitors, three of the transistors and the 
two capacitors constituting a compensation circuit.
